t i- ally. 


“ W e will not abandon our rights 
m»r give «up guarantees we have tak­ 
en.

may appoint. 


“ The reparations commission is 
a Do entitled to frame new ways oi 
payment and to try to find means u- 
restore Merman finance; hut we must 
not ask them t i disavow the decis­ 
ion- regarding the amount that is 
our due, nor fix definite payment 
for the future.

to base confidence in the immediate 
business future of the United States 
is the fact that a great many people 
ire a little weak in their confidence. 
3ecau.se of this lack of 
confidence, 
they have been over-cautious, 
and 
the financial situation has none of 
the weak s|»ots that made the slump 
of 1920 so drastic. Prior to the 1920 
depression, all lines of industry had 
been running at frail capacity and 
retail m e r c h a n t s , confident of 
the 
future, had loaded their shelves with 
goods bought at high prices. 
When 
tin* Wilfufti Administration, in 
the 
effort to fulfill it- promise to cut the 
cost of living, started the deflation 
program, every feature of the sit­ 
uation was exactly right for destruc­ 
tion. Not only the merchants but fa r­ 
mers were carrying huge debts which 
their creditors called u|>on them to 
pay. Liquidation meant heavy losses. 


The lesson of 1929 has not been 
lost. According 
all rejmrts, retail 
merchants have men buying

tiously and in quantities such 
as 
they can reasonably expect to tum 
over without 
lose«.

other farmers are prosperous. The

ters. The people of the countrv have 
benn providing resources against a 
l>eriod of adversity, and this make- 
all the more unlikely the occurrence 
of such a misfortune.

CONTRACT PAYMENTS DUE 


State Funds So Depleted That Call 


Has Been Sent 
To County

The state highway commission to­ 
day requested immediate 
payment 
of a $500,000 loan made 
to 
the 
state general fund several days ago. 


W ith a balance of approximately 
$363,009 and facing approximately 
$704,000 in payments falling due on 
contracts in the near 
future, the 
highway body found it necessary to 
recall at least $599,009 of the $1.- 
359,999 owed it by the .general fund. 


Members 
of the state board of 
finance were exp< teed to meet late 
today to find means of raising the 
money 
necessary 
to 
repay 
the 
$599,999. 


The general fund had a balance 
on Monday of 
$271,312, 
out 
of 
which will be taken today the pay­ 
roll of about $149,990 and current 
bills 
amounting to nearly 
$60,900 


John I). W illiam s, director of the 
highway commission, conferred with 
Rrobert Bracken late yesterday and 
informed him of the needs of the 
commission. 


Bracken, it was understood, said 
the only way to raise 
the money 
would be through a bank loan to 
the general fund. 


Last month the highway commis­ 
sion 
received about $1,300,999 in 
gasoline tax 
collections. 
Shortly 
after the money reached the high­ 
way commission, a loan of $400,00(1 
was made to the general fund. 


The loan falls due November 10, 
but William s informed Bracken the 
commission cannot wait until then. 


Books in Bracken’s office show the 
general/fund creditors 
as follows: 
Highway 
commission, 
$1,250,000; 
banks, $1,750,000; auto theft fund, 
$400,000; Purdue University endow­ 
ment fund, $340,000. 


So urgent have been the demands 
of the general fund that the state 
sent a call to all county treasurers 
yesterday asking advance payment 
on tax 
collections 
ordinarily not 
payable until Dec. 31. 


During 
the 
last 
twenty years 
state disbursements u h ijh repre­ 
sent the expenses of operating the 
governmental 
machinery 
of 
the 
state, have advanced from approxi­ 
mately $8,000,000 annually to more 
than $30,000, according to figures 
compiled by Carl Cue, deputy state 
auditor. 


In 1903* the state 
spent $5,913, 
75, and in 
1923 
tin* 
expenses 
reached $30,483,928.

Democrats 
generally understand that it is neces­ 
sary to give 
us 
satisfaction, 
but 
others who possess the German for­ 
tune or have put it away in foreign 
banks, ean p ay and flatly refuse. 
“A strong government could force 
them to pay, but none has had the 
courage to get rid o f the 
bureau­ 
cracy, which is still poisoned 
with 
the imperial spirit. 
“The anarchy that existed 
and 
was latent lie fore the Ruhr was o c ­ 
cupied has naturally been aggravated 
because foolish resistance until to­ 
day there is event the mdnace o f 
disruption. 
“This obstinacy forces us to keep 
our guarantees until total payment 
is made." 
“In the Ruhr, the industrialists are 
negotiating fo r a resumption o f p ay­ 
ments in kind; but we are 
dealing

Public nursing has become as ne­ 
cessary if not more so, to communi­ 
ties as public schools, Miss Ina Cas­ 
kill, director of the division of public 
health nursing declared here today. 
“Public 
nursing is not 
for the 
poor alone,*" Miss Caskill said. “The 
250 nurses in Indiana arc subject to 
the call of all 
classes of 
people. 
While, of course, our greatest work 
lies among the poorer classes, we 
arc employed to aid anyone who is 
ill.” 
Cities and towns are more ready 
to see the usefulness of a public 
nurse in the community, she explain­ 
ed. 
Rural communities, hard hit- 
by the agricultural depression, have 
curtailed activities, of the nursing 
service. 
However, Miss Caskill, felt 
that this condition was only tem­ 
porary and that when times becomes 
better in farming communities, they 
would again employ public nurses. 
Growth and extension of service 
in cities has been >teady, without 
flurries, Miss Caskill said. 
“ In 1915, there were only eight 
cities with public nursing service,” 
she said. 
“Today, forty cities ’ and 
towns in the state are equipped to 
tight disease. 
“ At present« we have nursing ser­ 
vice in at least 40 counties. At one 
time, before the depression#in iarm 
products, we 
had 
service in 56 
counties.**

This is 
the function of the reparations com- 
mission, helped by any experts they 
may appoint. 


"The reparations commission is 


also entitled to frame new ways of 
payment and to try to find means tc 
restore German finance; but -we must 
not ask them to disavow the decis- 
ions regarding the amount that is 
our due, nor fix definite payment 
' for .the future. 


';How unjust and perilous it would 


be if tomorrow Germany'wore freed 
from further debt, only to return 
within a few years to humiliate and 
crush us once more.

"Prance confidently 
signed the 


treaty of Versailles, though it was
